The first incarnation of Off the Wall was a small, 
informal film club that gathered each week for two years 
in a Brighton apartment. It proved such a good idea that 
Off the Wall was opened in a storefront at 861 Main Street, 
Cambridge, ominously enough on a Friday the 13th in December, 
1974. We remained there until this past March when we were 
forced to move to accommodate expansion of our landlord's 
restaurant. "Where's Boston?", having completed a very 
successful first year of operation at its new location next 
to Faneuil Hall, was seeking to focus its efforts to its 
prime daytime business. The result is Off the Wall at 
"Where's Boston?" 

We are dedicated to the exhibition of a sadly neglected 
art form -- the short film. Changing economics in the film 
industry have all but eliminated theatrical production and 
exhibition of shorts since the Fifties, yet many, many fine 
independent films (professional and personal) are produced 
internationally each year, Off the Wall is the only daily, 
commercial exhibitor of short film programs, We take great 
care in selecting the best of these to provide you with a 
unique cinema experience.
